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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments/remarks are unpersuasive 
as Applicant asserts (see page 2, second to last paragraph) "Baker fails to disclose an electrode tip having a portion extending distally 
beyond the distal end of the shaft comprising a cone shaped portion, as required by claim 1. Reconsideration and allowance of claim 1, as 
well as claims 2-12, 14-17, and 40-45 that depend therefrom, are therefore requested." This is clearly incorrect as the examiner pointed out 
how Baker meets the claimed invention supported by passages and figures within Baker. There is nothing in the claim language requiring 
the the inorganic sealing material (the shaft) to be part of the electrode. The electrode is required to extend beyond the distal end of the 
shaft which it clearly does. Regarding the arguments/remarks traversing the rejections of claims 21-24, Applicant appears to be interpreting 
the claim language much more narrowly than is allowed given the ordinary meaning of the words. Regarding the arguments/remarks 
traversing the rejections of claims 13, 18-20, 25, 26, 46 and 47, since Applicant's traversal rested on the traversal of the rejection of earlier 
claims , they have been effectively addressed. 
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
